I an exclusive Interview with Inter­ 


national News Service. “After two 
weeks’ treatment there were no ac­ 
tive cases 
remaining 
except new 
arrivals. This disease is at present 
the most widespread and disabling 
affliction In a part of the world 
where almost every disease known ; 
to mankind prevails. 
A Preventable Disease 
“This disease is one that medi­ 
cal science can not on'.y cure but 
can entirely prevent by very sim­ 
ple measures. 
There is no excuse J 
whatever for its presence.” 
By the use of thiamin chloride— j 
so generously given by the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross, the entire problem 
has been brought sharply to the at­ 
tention of the civic authorities in 
Canton and all persons interested 
in public health, added Dr. Foley. 
Refuting the theory that efforts 
in treating the disease were only 
temporary relief and that when the 
supply of vitamin 
runs 
out the 
disease wotted

with all its 
vehemence, the doctor stressed re­ 
currence can be easily prevented
